LEAF STRIPE DISEASES OF 
OATS 


een mes 


PART from the use of infected seed, 
A the extent to which leaf stripe disease 


occurs in oats each season 18 closely 
related to the soil temperature. It is likely 
to do far more damage during a cold and 
backward spring, and, if conditions do not 
change very soon, it would seem as if the pre- 
sent season will be likely to favour the 
disease in epidemic form. Severe damage 
may in some measure be prevented by defer- 


ring the sowing of the crop until compara- : 


tively late in the season, but as late sown 
spring oats are more subject, to attack 
by Frit Fly than those which are sown earlier, 
the postponement of sowing is not to be re- 
commended. ; 


Disinfection 


Fortunately, the disease may be prevented 
by disinfecting the seed before sowing with 
a fungicidal powder containmg organic mer- 
cury as its active constituent. “‘Ceresan_ 
and ‘“‘Agrosan G.” are. fungicides of this 
type which have given satisfactory results 
under conditions of strict test. Two ounces 
per three stones of seed oats is the rate at 
which treatment is recommended. Although 
there are a variety of machines on the market 
suitable for the disinfection of seed oats, 
it is probable that most farmers 
will not wish to purchase a machine 
for this particular purpose. In such cases 
the grain may be mixed with the disinfect 
ant on a hard barn floor, the heap being 
turned with shovels to ensure even admixture 
of the powder. A better method for use 
when no suitable machine is available is to 
procure a clean empty 40 gallon barrel and 
fill it about two-thirds full with seed oats, 
adding the disinfectant as the seed is being 
emptied into the barrel. The mouth of the 
barrel is then covered with close-meshed 
sacking. After the sacking has been made 
secure, the barrel is lowered on its side and 
rolled about on a hard floor for about five 
minutes. This period is long enough to 
ensure thorough treatment of all the grain. 
A disused end-ower-end churn is also very 
suitable in which to treat the grain. 

As the disinfectants mentioned are 

oisonous, care should be taken against 

reathing in the dust, while a damp handker- 
chief should be worn on the mouth and nose 
if mixing is done in a close house, or where 
a proper gas mask is not available. Do not 
feed treated grain to live stock or poultry, 
and see that the farm utensils used during 
the. process are thoroughly washed after use. 


‘GROWING BARLEY . 


oe — 


HILE barley is usually grown after 
W either turnips. or potatoes, it may 
also be grown on lea land, or after 
another cereal crop following lea. Barley is 
shallow rooted and grows rapidly, but is 
unable to compete successfully with weeds; 
it is betfer, therefore, to avoid sowing barle 
after another cereal crop unless the land is 
very clean. . It is a particularly suitable 
nurse crop for grasses and clovers, and this 
is another reason why it is an advantage 
to take a crop of barley after a root crop, 
since, in the usual rotation practised, the 
grass and clover seeds are sown with the 


| cereal crop following the manured crop. 


The manuring will depend mainly on soil 
conditions and the place in the rotation. A 
phosphatic manure is beneficial, as it helps 
root development in the early stages and 
hastens ripening.

Planting Out 


Before lifting planta the bed should be 
soaked with water, the roots and top: may be 
lightly trimmed, and the plants placed in 
bundles in a small box. The actua planting 
may be done with a trowel, but a dibbler is 

enerally used Care should be taken not to 

ba the lower part of the plants too deeply, 
it bemg sufficient to tighten the roots ‘and 
just the base of the bulb. Deep planting 
results in thick necks. 

It takes about 980,000 plants to plant a 
statute acre, and from 1 to lilb. sown in 
frames should give sufficient plants for this 
area. There is about 7,000 seeds in an ounce. 
Sowing out of doors, it takes from 6 to Ulb. 
of seed per acre. |

Cultivation 


Probably no other crop shows the benefit of 
thorough cultivation as much as the onion, 
and I have invariably found that where a 
gardener had a good, well-kept onion bed, he 
was also up to date with his other crops. If 
weeds are allowed to grow when the crop is 
well advanced the results are not so fatal, 
but keeping the ground clean in the early 
stages of growth is absolutely essential.

Harvesting 


Having attended to details re sowing, 
manuring, and cultivation, it would be a 
tragedy to neglect this all-important opera- 
tion; yet 1 know many growers, some of them 
experienced men, who think that onions 
should be lifted on a certain date, with the 
result that, if mild, soft weather sets in, the 
onions are often allowed to make second 
growth, and, therefore, are useless for stor- 
ing. 

as soon as foliage shows signs of ripening, 

early to mid-August for autumn sowing and 
early September for spring sown, the’ tops 
should be pushed over with a rake or. prized 
up with a four-prong fork, and finally lifted 
in about a week afterwards. 

The practice of. twisting the necks, 
especially in strong growing kinds, and leav- 
ing the roots undisturbed often results 
in growth of a second shoot from the neck, 
this is, of course, detrimental to the storing 
qualities of the bulbs.’ 

As the onion bed has a tendency to. get 
dirty late in the season, it is'a good plan, 
where convenient, to take a crop such as 
potatoes off the adjacent plot and transfer 
the onions to this at lifting time. 

If the weather is very dry; onions may be 
left on the ground and turned twice, a week, 
but this must not be permitted in soft, damp 
weather, otherwise brown spots will develop 
in the bulbs where they come in contact 
with the soil, Sprouting boxes are available 
at this season, and, if filled to ‘the handles, 
stacked in double rows, and protected on 
top with corrugated iron or canvas, afford 
a very good means of saving the bulb. 

Boxes with the bottoms made of half-inch 
mesh wire secured with cross battens are 
also very useful, and allow a good circula- 
tion of air through the bulbs. 

_ Onions may be bunched or hanked, tied 
in pairs, and thrown across wires stretched 


under the roofs of sheds and barns, and. 


this is one of the very best methods of 
storing, 
_ For small growers housing accommodation 
is @ serious question, but when we get 
properly going with the production of onions 
it may possible for the growers with 
housing accommodation, or even the 
merchants, to buy the crop as lifted. It is 
& common practice—in County Dublin, at 
any rate—for some farmers to buy their 
neighbour's crop of hay, cabbage, lettuce, 
etc., and why not onions?

‘These figures are impressive, 
indicating, as they do, a continuance of solid 
progress. ' Bat I must make the reservation 
that our sales in the first half of 1936 were, to 
some extent, abnormal, because of the local 
dispute in the coal trade; however, even if 
we take the all-round increase fer the year 
at only five per cent., the result is still ex- 
cellent, and one on which we may justly con- 
gratulate ourselves. 


THREAT TO 
REFRIGERATORS 


I may mention, in passing, that a few 
months ago we opened ‘new showrooms and 
offices in Kingstown, as our existing premises 
had become inadequate for the efficient ser- 
vice of the district. 

With regard to our sales of gas apparatus, 
a few figures may be of interest. During the 
half-year unde. review, apart from the 2,635 
cookers fitted for prepayment consumers, we 
sold outright or on hire purchase 917 high 
grade cookers, 1,721 gas tires and radiators, 
1,981 geysers and 113 boilers, etc. We also 
sold the usual Jarge quantity of other forms 
oi gas apparatus, Loo varied to classify, and 
also a great number of gas-operated re- 
frigerators, the only ones of their kind avyail- 
( niortunately, refrigerators were made 
subject to such a heavy rate of import duty 
last year that the prospect of developing our 
busrmness in this connection must be re- 
garded as very seriously weakened. They are 
not, and cannot be, economically manufac- 
tured in this country.

MORE COAL USED 


During the last six months we have 
791 coke grates, boilers and 
grates, making a total of 3,600 
for the last two years.

On the other side of the account the net 
receipts from sales of gas show a slight fall. 
It is well to bear in mind, however, that had 
the quantity of gas sold remained stationary

thing over 54 per cent. ‘The decrease in 
receipts by only £900 therefore is a striking 
illustration of the importance of the increase 
in the quantity of gas sold.

C)toondat new County Hospital, the 


foundation stone of which was laid 
by Mr. Sean T. 0 Kelly, Minister for 
Local Government and Public Health, to-day, 
represents a departure in hospital construc. 
tion. _ Almost all the materials are being ob- 
tained locally. For example, the granite for 
tha outer walls is obtained in local quarries, 
while the backing and inside walls are being 
built with bricks produced at Ferbane, and 
forty stone-masons on the site are cutting the 
stones. When completed the building should 
be a beautiful one in a pleasant situation. 
Overlooking the town, the front portion, or 
administration bl.ck, will be one storey, but 
the main building will be of three storeys. It 
will have a flat roof, and will represent a 
very favourable contrast to the old County 
Home a little distance away. | 
Provision is being made for seventy-five 
eds, including. these for surgical and 
maternity cases. There will be a fully. 
equip operating theatre suite, an out- 
patients department, and accommodation for 
the treatment of cases of tuberculosis. 


TO COST £68,000 


On the roof the patients can receive open- 
air treatment. The nurses and maids will be 
accommodated in the main building. A chil- 
dren’s clinic and a doctor’s residence are in 
contemplation. The actual cost of the build- 
ing of the institution will be about £68,000. 

1e architects are Messrs. Seott and ‘Good, 
Dublin, and the builders are the Phenix 
’uilding Works, The building will take two 
years to complete. . 

Mr. Sean T. O'Kelly performed the cere- 
mony in cold and windy weather.

Boland, T.D., chairman of the Board of 
Health; Mr. J. F. Mahon, secretary of the 
Board; Mr. T. J. Kelly, secretary, and 
members of the County Council; ex-Senator 
Boyle, Dr. P. 8. Grogan, County M.O.H. ; 
Dr. G. O’ Mara, M.O., Tullamore, and others. 
After he had insnected a guard of honour, 
made up of members of the local Civic Guards, 
under Superintendent O’Brien, he was con- 
ducted to a platform, where he received 
addresses of welcome from the County Board 
of Health and County Council. The Board 
of Health address, which was read by Mr. 
F. Mahon, secretary, said that the institution, 
which had been planned on spacioys and 
beautiful lines, would provide accommodation 
and treatment on the most. modern methods 
for the sick poor of the country. “We take 
this opportunity also to pay a high tribute 
to you for the several social services which 
you have $o ably sponsored, and in particular 
we may mention your efforts to provide 
proper ME accommodation for the work- 
ing classes, which will add to the health and 
well-being of many of our people who for long 
have been pete to live under lamentable 
conditions.” 

The other address stated that in every Act 
passed for the social benefit of the people of 
Offaly the Minister would have the fullest 
assistance from the members and the staff 
of the County Council, 

Mr. Michael Scott, the architect, then 
handed to the Minister a silver trowel, with 
which he performed the ceremony. 


MINISTER’S ADDRESS 


Declaring the stone “well and truly laid,” 
Mr. O'Kelly spoke first in Irish and then in 
English. It was not to him as an individual 
that any thanks were duc, he said. He came 
as Minister for Local Government; just as 
the delegate of the Government, and any 
credit and praise was due to the Government. 
They were fortunate in having at their dis- 
posal a large sum of money to provide hos- 
pital and other health services for the people 
through the success of the Hospitals’ Trust. 
sweepstakes. The sweepstakes already had 
brought nearly £10,000,000 into the country 
for fospital purposes, ‘That was an enor- 
mous sum. If they had discussed the pro-

pounds at a local board or in the Dail a few 
years ago they could imagime the rows that 
would have been kicked up by public re- 
presentatives. With God's help he hoped 
there would be more money to come from 
that source. 

If thank: were going round, they first 
ought to pass a resolution of thanks to those 
who successfully ran the sweepstakes and 
provided them with the money. ‘They were 
going to have several hospitals in the 
country, the cost of which would come very 
largely out of these funds. That hospital 
would cost at least £30,000. while the other 
institutions of the kind in Offaly would cost 
£60,000 more out of the sweepstake funds. 
The halance—between £50,000 and £60,000 
—of the money required would be raised in 
the country. That was a large sum— 
£150,000—-but it would be more than offset 
by the benefits of such an institution. The 
architects he said, were experienced in 
works of that type. They had studied abroad, 
and had seen the most modern hospitals in 
other countries. and, therefore, were able to 
huild a hospital that would be of benefit to 
Offaly and a credit to themselves. 

The Right Rev. Monsignor Flynn, P.?., 
V.G.. who blessed the stone, said that Mr. 
Q’Kelly’s name was honoured all over the 
country. If they wanted to get a monument 
to the Minister all they had to do was to 
ro round the town and see the houses that 
fad been erccted. 


THE LUNCHEON 


At the luncheon which was held later in 
Hayes’s Hotel, Mr, P. Boland, T.D., who 
presided, proposing the toast, ‘‘ Éire, said 
that they asked the Minister to convey to 
his colleagues in the Free State Cabinet their 
appreciation of the people of Offaly of their 
efforts in establishing industries in the town. 
At the moment other countries might be 
dissipating their resources on the provision of 
armaments, but the Government of the Free 
State were satisfied to supply the needs of 
the people, They did not intend to embark 
in the production of anything more com- 
bustible or explosive than industrial alcohol.

The Northern Ireland Excheguer returns 

for the financial year which ended yesterday 
afternoon shows a surnlus of £54,950 which 
is the largest surplus since 1929, when it 
was £77,458. 
The residuary share of the reserved taxes, 
Customs, Excise, .etc., levied by the Imperial 
Parliament, collected in Northern Ireland, 
is £7,357,000, an increase of £906,000 over 
last year. Provision is made for a contribu-

well as the loneliest, spots in Europe. 
What it is precisely I was not able to 
gather, because there is no village, and I 
assume that the unusual name is derived 
from the bridge that separates Lough Conn 
from Lough Cullin, 

Major Sullivan showed me a very 
interesting and almost incredible pheno- 
menon at this bridge. In normal. times 
Lough Conn flows into Lough Cujlin, and 
there is such a strong current beneath the 
bridge that one can row a boat against it 
only with difficulty. When, however, there 
is a flood on, after heavy rains, the whole 
process is reversed, and Lough Cullin 
flows into Lough Conn with an almost 
equally strong current, 

Strange, but true! At least Major 
Sullivan assured me of it, and he never 
lies. 


The Governor of Aden 


When Lieutenant-Colonel Sir Bernard 
Rawdon Reilly wakes up in the Residency 
at Aden this morning he will find himself 
with a new title. Last night he went to 
bed as Chief Commissioner of Aden, but 
this morning Aden is raised to Colonial 
status, and Sir Bernard Reilly becomes its 
first Governor. : 

Controlling the order of things on th 
sun-baked extinct volcano, which is one of 
the most important coaling stations on the 
seaways of the Empire, is not everybody’s 
job. But Sir Bernard has been doing it 
very well for the past six years. 

He began his career in the Indian Army, 
in which his father held a high commission, 
but forsook military service after a few 
vears to join the Political Department, He 
has done some very useful work in this 
branch of the service, and probably his 
best-known achievement was the success- 
ful negotiation of a treaty with the King 
of the Yemen in 1934. He was knighted 
in the same year. 

In 1931 Sir Bernard Reilly went to Aden 
as Resident and Commander-in-Chief; in 
the following year he was promoted to be 
Chief Commissioner of the port. 

He is, in fact, just another of the Irish- 
men who keep the Hiberno-British Em- 


pire going. 
“Wild Sports of the West” 


My colleague, the Literary Editor of 
this newspaper, has been presented with a 
request, and declares himself unable to 
fulfil it.  A correspondent has asked him 
for a list of ten books on the lines of that 
classic of our country, Maxwell’s “Wild 
Sports of the West.’’ 

Unfortunately, my colleague has dis- 
appeared on holiday without giving as 
much information as could be desired.

Then, with characteristic resourceful- 
mess, Birrell launched into a rival dis- 
cussion with Sir Henry—in French ! 

The result was startling. Promptly 
the deputation withdrew in high dudgeon, 
srotesting that they had been grossly 
insulted, So grossly, indeed, that it 
required the vigorous intervention of a 
friendly parish priest to save Mr. Birrell 
Grom the ordeal of answering an appro- 
priate parliamentary question‘.

Page after 
page of the book is crammed with good 
things, and the whole volume is steeped in 
erudition.

Plans for a working agreement between

surprise. Cries of “the Government has 
bilked the Diet’? were heard from the 
floor when the dissolution was announced, 
These protests referred to the fact that 
the Budget for the coming year embodying 
large demands for the army and navy had 
already been approved by the Diet. 
Following the dissolution of the House 
of Representatives, and the consequent 
prorogation of the House of Peers, the 
Government issued a statement -blaming 
the political parties for their alleged lack 
of sincerity in deliberating important 
legislative measures. 
The manner in which General Hayashi 


| has dissolved the Diet is unprecedented 


in the parliamentary annals of Japan. 
When he formed his Cabinet the General 
offered portfolios to certain party mem- 
bers, on condition that they seceded from 
their respective parties. Then, on March 
25, he prolonged the session of the Dict 
for six days, the maximum prolongation 
hitherto being five days. Now he has 
dissolved the Diet on the last day of its 
prolonged session. 

The Government announces that it will 
do everything in its power to ensure a 
“clean ” election. 


NATIONAL PARTY 

It was reported earlier that the two 
most important parties, the Seiyukai and 
the Minseito, were likely to co-operate to 
thé extent of not competing against each 
other’s candidates in the fresh elections in 
th event of dissolution taking place this 
spring. If this materialises it seems 
highly doubtful whether a new National 
Party with National-Socialist tendencies 
would achieve more than mediocre success, 
The National Party movement has been 
rather hanging fire, but the dissolution 
of the Diet will certainly give it a strong 
impetus. 

Special interest attaches to the’ position 
of the rising Labour Party known as the 
‘Social Mass,” which claims that the 
next election will increase its representa- 
tion to fifty seats. The party’s standing 
was almost nil prior to the last elections 
a year ago, when it. caused a sensation 
by winning twenty-two seats. 


A FORECAST 

The Asahi newspaper gives one of 
General Hayashi’s aims as the formation 
of a new party. It forecasts that the 
initiative will be taken by Mr. Yamazaki, 
Minister of Agriculture; Count Kodama, 
Minister of Communications, and Mr, 
Kawarada, Minister of Home Affairs. 

Since the inception of the Diet in 1890 
there have been no fewer than sixteen 
dissolutions. 
Political observers express the opinion 
that the jettisoning of the Diet imme. 
diately after passing a huge armaments 
Budget is likely to make a most unfavour- 
able impression on the voters. 
The crisis arose suddenly yesterday 
afternoon, when the Minseito and Sei- 
yukai Parties held up the passage of 
thirty-five important Government bills in 
an endeavour to force the House of Peers 
to pass their measures for the revision ,of 
the election law, ; 
After fruitless negotiations the Cabinet 
met this morning, and half an hour later 
the Prime Minister went to the Palace to 
recommend a dissolution. An Imperial 
Ordinance to this effect was promulgated

ITH the publication of the full 
year's revenue and expenditure 
figures, interest in Mr. Sean 
MacEntee’s surplus is revived. Some 
time ago the ‘Irish Times ’’. pre- 
dicted that the net surplus would be 
between £400,000 and £500,000 at 
the end of the financial year, and, 
although even the Minister himself 
has gone farther in the meantime, the 
final figures bear us out. 

Revenue is given as £31,034,710 and 
expenditure as £31,227,688, but the table 
explanatory of these figures modifies them, 
Thus there must be deducted from capital 
expenditure sums to be met by borrowing 
as follows :— 


(a) Property Losses Compensa- 
tion 

(b) Industrial Alcohol] Factories. 

(c) Half Cost of Volunteer Halls 

(d) Repayment of Dail External 
Loan 

(e) Half the Cost of Bounties 
and Subsidies 


This makes a total of £1,488,917, which, 
when deducted from the total expenditure, 
gives £29,738,771. To this sum now must 
be added £120,000, the net cost of the 
alcohol factories, to be met out of revenue, 
and the final expenditure works out at 
£29,850,000 in round figures. This would 
give a surplus of about £1,200,000; but. 
since it is unlikely that the Dail would 
agree to the borrowing of so much money 
for bounties and subsidies, the net answer 
to the problem of the surplus probably will 
be in the region of half a million.

INSURGENTS’ CLAIM 


The insurgent communiqué adds :—‘‘ On 
the Aragon front there is nothing to report 
beyond the fact that several deserters from 
the Red lines, including a captain, a 
lieutenant and a doctor came over to our 
lines, ; 

“As a result of yesterday’s battle at 
Lorillo, in the north, we have taken from 
the enemy sixty rifles and numerous hand 
grenades. There have been some artillery 
duels in the Asturias, a Red attack on the 
Majadahonda sector-of the Madrid front 
having been répulsed. Thirty-six men 
deserted to our lines. 

“On the Southern front enemy attacks 
near Orgiva were easily beaten off. 

““Our air force bombed Andujar Aero- 
drome and destroyed twelve ‘planes that 
were there.”’ 


ITALIAN VOLUNTEERS 


Deploring the fact that “ the world’s 
newspapers are engaged in a campaign 
against Italy,’’ Signor Dino Alfieri, 
Minister of Press and Propaganda, in a 
talk with foreign correspondents in Rome 
yesterday, tried to dispel suspicions of 
Italian polity in Spain. 

“ In the interests of better understand- 
ing,’’ he said, “ do please deny that Italy 
is preparing to send more volunteers to 
— The regulations for the prevention 
of the departure of volunteers, which came 
into force recently, will continue to be 
applied. But if other countries continue 
to send volunteers in defiance of their

SOME COMPLICATIONS 


Although all existing agreements ex- 
pired yesterday they will continue to 
operate until a new agreement is signed 
between the parties. 

Some complications have arisen in con- 
nection with the postponement of the 
strike notices by certain unions. This is 
due to the fact that the majority of the 
members of the Brick and Stonelayers’ 
Union, which has already held its rank 
and file meeting, are opposed to the 
tentative proposals. 3 

These workers decided at their meeting 
to withdraw their labour, and instructions 
to this effect were issued to the members. 
The same position may arise in other 
unions. when their meetings are held. 

Officials of the group could not state 
definitely last night ke ársa or not the 
bricklayers would report for duty this 
morning. “Our position is that we can 
advise a certain course of action,” an 
official stated, ‘‘ but it rests with the men 
whether they will accept this advice or 
carry out their own decision, We expect. 
however, that the position will be cleared 
up to-day.”’ 

A number of meetings of unions were 
held last night in connection with the dis- 
pute. Further meetings will be held to- 
night. 


SECTIONAL STOPPAGE 
TO-DAY 


Late last night it was announced that 
the situation in the building trade had 
grown still more difficult. While meetings 
of painters and other workers accepted the 
proposals, and agreed to the postponement 
of the strike notices, the members of the 
Operative Plasterers’ Trades Society took 
the same decision as the bricklayers. The 
plasterers met in the Bricklayers’ Hall, 
Cuffe street, and rejected the tentative 
proposals by a large majority. 

The meeting then discussed the effects 
of this decision upon the recommendation 
of the Building Trades Group that all units 
should remain at work pending the deci- 
sion of all the meetings. It was decided 
that as far as the plasterers were con- 
cerned the negotiations had broken down, 
and that the men would withdraw their 
labour this morning pending further nego- 
tiations with the employers. 

The decision means that at least 1,200 
tradesmen and a considerable number of 
labourers who act as helpers to these 
gga will cease work at least for to- 

ay. 

The Building Trades Group proposes to 
go into the matter without delay, and it is 
hoped that the sectional stoppage will be 
of short duration,

MACHINE-GUN DUMP 
AT SALLINS 


DUBLIN BRIDEWELL 
HEAVILY GUARDED

OMINIC COLLINS, the Waterstown 

(Sallins) farmer, on whose premises 

a dump of arms and ammunition was 

found on Tuesday, was still detained in 
the Dublin Bridewell yesterday. 

The main gates of the Bridewell were 
closed throughout the day, and extra 
Guards were on duty. It was stated there 
that they did not know whether he was to 
be transferred to a or not. 

Collins, who is about forty years of age, 
is a native of Santry, Co. Dublin, and has 
been living on a small holding on the banks 
of the Grand Canal at Waterstown for 
seven or eight years. He is a married man 
with two children. 

It was stated in the locality geis 
that the dump was not believed to be a 
recent one. No explanation could be 
obtained about the tunnel which members 
of the Special Branch of the detective 
force found under a hay shed. This led 
to an empty concrete chamber, which 
appeared to have been constructed com- 
paratively recently. 

The dump, which was found in an upper 
room, consisted of twelve Thompson sub- 
machine guns, stated to be in good 
condition, and more than 12,000 rounds 
of ammunition for the guns, rifles and 
revolvers. It was stored in large packing 
cases. The weapons and ammunition, 
which were brought to Dublin in a police 
tender, have been examined by Superinten- 
dent D, Stapleton, the firearms expert.

Meanwhile, despite the refusal of Con- 
gress to form Ministries in the six pro- 
vinces where it gained majorities, Minis- 
tries had been formed to-night in eight 
out of eleven provinces, These are the 
Madras Presidency, the Bombay Presi- 
dency, the Central Provinces, Orissa and 
Bihar, in all of which non-Congress 
Ministries have been formed; and Bengal. 
Punjab and Sind, where Congress failed 
to gain majorities. and non-Congress 
coalition Ministries have taken office. 

In addition, it is probable that Sir 
Abdul Quaivum. will form a Ministry in 
the North-West Province, where Congress 
gained seventcen seats out of 50. 


THE COALITION 


The Government will be a coalition one, 
drawn, probably, from Sir Abdul’s Inde- 
pendent Muslims, the Khanate group of 
Muslims and a group of Nationalist 
Hindus. 

So far Ministries have not been formed 
in the United Provinces, where Congress 
gained the majority, and in Assam, where 
negotiations for a coalition Ministry aro 
still in progress. 

The composition of the Ministries which 
have already been formed is as follows :— 


MINORITY MINISTRIES 


Madras Presidency. — The minority 
Ministry consists of Sir K. V. Reddi, 
former Acting-Govcrnor, with Rao Baha- 
dur A. T. Pannir Salvam, the present 
home member; Kumaharaja M. A. 
Muthian Chettiar, Education Minister; 
R. M. Pilat, a member of the Justice 
Party; M. C. Rajah, a Scheduled Caste 
leader ; and P. Halifullah, an Independent 
Muslim. 

Fxplaining his acceptance of the Gover 
nor’s invitation to form a Miniscry, Sir 
K. V. Reddi says that the majority party’s 
refusal to take office should not be allowed 
to paralyse the Government. As a con- 
stitutionalist, he added, he felt that it was 
his duty to see that the Act of Parliament 
was not allowed to be nullified by the 
whims of persons or parties determined to 
wreck the constitution. 

Bombay Presidency..— A — minority 
Ministry has been formed by Sir Dan 
jishah Cooper, present Revenue and 
Finance Minister, with Sir S. T. Kambli, - 
the present Premier; Mr. Jamnadas 
Mehta, elected Mayor of Bombay last 
year; Mr. Hoon es Ally and Mr. Rahim 
Toolah. The Ministry claims the support 
of forty members of the Assembly. It 
expects that number will increase. 

Central Provinces.—Mr. FP. Raghavendra 
Raj, the present Home Member, has formed 
a minority Ministry with three others. 

Orissa.—The hereditary Maharaja of 
Parla Kimedi, leader of the National 
Party in Orissa, has succeeded in forming 
a minority Ministry, following the refusal] 
of the Congress Party to take office in 
Orissa. The Ministry consists of the 
Maharaja of Parla Kimedi, Mr. M. G. 
Patnaik, Mr. Maulvi, Mr. Latifur and 
Mr. Rahman. 

Bihar.—Mohammed Yunus, leader of the 
Moslem Independents, has formed a 
minority Ministry consisting of twe 
Hindus and two Moslems. 


NON-CONGRESS 


Bengal.—In Bengal, where Congress did 
not win a majority, a Cabinet has been 
formed by Mr. A. L. Fazl-ul-Huq with 
a coalition of Moslems and members of the 
present party. Portfolios have been 
allocated as follows :—— Prime Minister and 
Minister of Education, Mr. A. L. Fazl-ul- 
Huq; Minister for Law and Order, Sir 
Khwaja Nazimmudin; Finance Minister, 
Mr. N. R, Sarkar; Revenue, Sir B. P.

The Frenchman 
was again in difficulties in the following 
round, Warnock following up a left hook to 
the body with two lefts to the chin, Both 
men went all out for a knock-out in the 
final round, in which the honourg were 
divided.

McLaughlin’s covert at Ballinamona went 
away over the Limerick road, and, with a 
breast-high scent, hounds bustled him off his 
feet in a fast 15 minutes’ gallop, killing him 
at Cloghansoun Cross. This hunt was all 
over the only bit of wall country we have. 
Going back to Ballinamona, little could be 
done with another fox which had gone some 
time. This ended the day, as it had now 
started to snow. " 

To finish the season, hounds met at Emly, 
and brought off a brilliant hunt. Bally- 
houlihan being untenanted, a move was made 
for Mooresfort, and a quick find in the 
laurels soon told us that scent was of the 
best. Running in the direction of Kilross, 
the fox doubled back past the Twigvard, 
through the screens. and, with Lattin Village 
on the right, crossed the G.§. Railways line, 
and hounds were racing nearly half a mile 
ahead of the field as they went up to Glen- 
bane and on past. Ballyrobin almost to Cullen. 
Turning sharp back over what has always 
been a brilliant scenting country by Kil- 
cornan, ‘hounds looked as if they were coming 
into Ballinacree covert, but checked before 
getting there. Hitting the line off on their 
own, they ran on fast between Garrydoolis 
and Rodus Bridge to Duncummin and 
Knockaunaveher. Checking short of Bally- 
nagreaghna, they were soon righted, and 
ran on to Cromhill, where he got to ground 
in Frewin’s covert after runmng hard for 
1 hour 55 minutes, and having made three 
separate points of just under seven, four and 
four and a half miles respectively, and 
sixteen miles as hounds ran.

The sum handed over to the M.C.C. as 
their share of the profits of the Australian 
part of their tour was about £42,000, accord- 
to the official figures issued here. Of 
this total £54,428 was drawn from the five 
Test matches, as follows :— . 

First Test (Brisbane)—£3,602. 
Second Test (Sydney)—£4,500. 
Third Test (Melbourne —£12,710. 
Fourth Test (Adelaide) 85 ' 
Fiith Test (Melbourne)— £7,909. 

Thus the other nineteen matches in Aus- 
iralia yielded the M.C.C little more than 
£7,500. The huge crowds that watched the 
matches in. Victoria helped to make the tak- 
ings a record, for the M.C.C.’s share from 
these was £22,175, Test matches providing 
£20,619 and other games £1,556, 

Incidentally, figures showing Victoria’s in- 
terest in Test matches disclose that in the 
Fá twelve years more than 1,500.000 people 
lave paid £154,759 to see Tests at Melbourne. 
This is out of a total attendance of 3,200,803 
people and receipts of £200,770. 

The M.C.C.’s share of £42,000 compares as 
follows with those of the last three tours. 
They netted £36.737. in 1932-33, £40,427 is 
1928-29, and £35,119 in 1924-25.

sufferings. have taught us, continue in- 
definitely with that steady, yet progressive, 
‘going on which was accepted to be our 
due in Victorian years. What is known as 
prosperity’ can easily be defined by such 
people as ourselves to mean “a demand for 
our goods.” That demand arises from a 
demand for the goods of the consumer of 
our own products. That demand in 
its turn arises from other demands 
which can be shown to be born ultimately 
of a feeling of confidence in the future on 
the part of those with money to ms 
This means that when those who hold the 
money bags are willing to adventure their 
wealth there is a larger demand for our 
products, our overheads cease to absorb the 
rofits, and we become “prosperous.” 
ecause of the fact that they risk so much 
to gain so little, it is obvious that the in- 
habitants of the world of finance must 
necessarily be cautious, not to say timid, in 
their whole outlook. A breath of wind will 
ruffle the financial sea, and it is only when 
those who navigate it feel certain that there 
is & reasonable expectation of calm weather 
that they will launch their golden argosies 
upon its somewhat treacherous bosom. It 
is important that their apprehensions be not 
aroused needlessly. 


“THERE IS NOTHING TO 


FEAR BUT FEAR ITSELF” 


The man who asks how long it will last 
is showing fear, and thus tending to under- 
mine confidence. ‘‘Good trade ” is nothing 
more or less than the result of our bein 
willing to spend our money because we fe 
reasonable confidence that conditions will be 
such as to permit us-to earn some more 
money to take the place of what we spend— 
just the contrary to the thought that we 
must not indulge in cake for fear the money 
might be wanted for bread—in a phrase 
“ prosperity is the daughter of confidence.’ 
The vast national expenditure on armaments 
cannot do other than' create confidence. 
Armaments cannot be made without 
refractories (and neither can war), so for 
this industry at least it would seem that the 
future holds nothing in the way of cause 
for immediate despondency. 


MILLION SALES 


For the ensuing twelve months we have 
set our hearts and minds on achieving the 
sale of a million pounds’ worth of s, 
and I gee no reason why we should Hot’ 
succeed—in fact, I feel very certain that we 
shall do so, as our sales organisation is being 
strengthened and extended, our existin 
branch offices will have got better into their 
strides, new ones (Birmingham, Middles- 
brough and Cardiff) are being put into com- 
mission, many of the works are being ex- 
tended and their output increased, the 
demand continues unabated and is increasing, 
and the strength we derive from our com-

In reviewing the position of our company, 
which is that of the controlling unit of a 
combine consisting of a matter of 35 com- 
panies, I would say a few words to those 
who seem from time to time to express a 
little fear lest our group become too large. 
Í find that such nan Fh emanate mainly 
} from individualists whose own businesses, have 
never expanded; but reviewing the combines 
w names are household words to-day, 
both for the@r importance and for the success 
of their operations and whose size pales our 
own to insignificance, I note “Allied Iron- 
founders,’ with a capital of over two and a 
half millions; ‘‘Associated Portland Cement 
Manufacturers,”’ with six millions; ‘Calico 
Printers’ Association,’ with over five 
millions; “I.C.I.,” with 72 millions; ‘“Lever 
Bros.,” with 61 millions; “Radiation, Ltd.,” 
with over three millions, and “Wall Paper 
Manufacturers,’’ with over five millions. I 
feel we can safely follow where these and 
such as these have led. 

Our own policy in this matter has been so 
successful (though only in its infancy) that 
it neéds no defence, but in that fine organ 
of public opinion, The Financial Times, I find 
a paragraph referring to rubber companies 
headed, “That Blessed Word Amalgamation,” 
from which I quote some extracts :'— 

What the boom did clearly demonstrate 
was the needless labour and expense involved 
in there being such a multiplicity of com- 
panies when cy a process of amalgamation 
the industry could be so materially benefited 
and shareholders financially advantaged, The 
policy of amalgamation to the ‘‘ common-or- 
garden ” mind seems no more than sensible 
and obvious. Why there should be scores 
of different companies, each of them paying 
London and other office expenses and giving 
rise to innumerable difficulties, it is hard to 
understand. 

This is precisely what we have done with a 
proportion of the British refractories industry, 


‘| and we are now settling down to a policy of 


peaceful development of its interests, of ex- 
ploitation of its mineral and other resources 
and a general concentration, simplification 
and consolidation of its activities. 


“GENERAL REFRACTORIES” 
AND “ REFRACTORIES 
GENERALLY ” 


Almost from the first inception of the com- 
pany it has been the aim and policy of those 
who control it to arrange that its name should 
be a true description of its functions and 
position—that is to say, that General Refrac- 
tories should deal in refractories generally, 
and not merely one section of that industry. 
This is a policy that has been steadily pur- 
sued for the last 24 years by the addition of 
first one branch and then another branch of 
manufacture to the company’s activities. 

No one class of firebrick or type of refrac- 
tory material works can meet the need of 
every section of users or every user, or 
able to supply a consumer with all he re- 
quires.. 

Even during our earlier years our expan- 
sion was mainly in the direction of the 
acquirement of interests in existing plants, 
moe we have always been averse to the idea 
of entering a field in direct competition to 
those already existing in it. 

We are now heavily interested in the ex- 
ceedingly important firebrick industries of 
Scotland and Stourbridge. We have acquired 
almost inexhaustible reserves of high grade 
fireclay in both areas It would have been 
easy for us to have erected extensive modern 
works near them, but we preferred rather to 
take the line of least resistance and enter the 
field by the purchase of existing : as,

THE NEW ISSUE OF SHARES 


All this, however, costs money, but so long 
as the money can be fully and adequately 
employed and earn a remunerative rate of 
return, this, again, is what the country needs 
to provide employment and prosperity. This 
has a direct bearing gn the meeting which 
follows, and whose purpose it is to authorise 
the increase in the company’s capital. We 
have thought it wise while itions are 
favourable so to equip ourselves financially 
that we may be in a strong position: of in- 
dependence that we may be able to meet the 
conditions which may arise in less prosperous 
times, and, moreover, so to fortify our posi- 
tion (and that of your capital) that we may 
be able to resist all attacks upon it by way 
of either new refractories or new combinations 
of interest. 


THE OUTLOOK 


With regard to the future I have learned 
not to pretend to be a prophet, and I am not 
prophesying now, but I do think that the 
extent to which new methods, reorganisation, 
modern machinery, and labour and fuel-saving 
plant can increase earning capability is hardly 
thoroughly realised even by ourselves, nor the 
advantages we gain through our interests 
covering every field of our industry. 

Our sales for the month of March are nearly 
twice those of last March. For much of our 
output of the cheaper grades of refractories 
we are obtaining a sorely needed advance in 
price. We shall have an increasing output 
to sell, and on the whole I shall be surprised 
if 1937 does not yield results very gratifying 


I think that between us we have built up 
something with a high-survival value, some- 
thing based on a sound economic plan, and 
something worthy to endure through the years 
that are to come. 

The report and accounts were adopted, and 
at the extraordinary general meeting which 
followed the resolution to increase the capital 
by the creation and issue of a further 300,000 
ten-shilling Ordinary shares was carried unani- 
mously.

DEPUTY'S OUESTIONS 
IN THE DAIL.

R. M. RODDY tabled a question to the 
Minister for Industry and Commerce 
i in the Dail yesterday asking the 
Minister if he would state whether, 
in view of the complaints of the Sh o. Cham- 
ber of Commerce regarding the conditions of 
railway carriages in use on the Sligo-Dublin 
service, he would introduce proposals for 
legislation to provide for periodic inspection 
of railway carriages with a view t& ensuring 
that such carriages were kept in a clean and 
comfortable state, and were properly heated ; 
and, further, that dining carriages be pro- 
vided on all long distance services. . 
The MINISTER said that he was informed 
by the Great Southern Railways Company 
that Pullman cars were withdrawn in Novem- 
ber last from the Mullingar-Sligo, section as 
these cars, which included restaurant facilities, 
were not appreciably availed of. He under- 
stood that the Sligo Chamber of Commerce 
had approached the confpany on the matters 
referred to, and he anticipated that the com- 
pany would be anxious to investigate any 
complaints. He was not aware that there 
were grounds for considering legislation such 
as that suggested.
